Dear Ms. Haskins: 

On August 29, 2019,1 received a request for government records from you pursuant to the 
Open Public Records Act (“OPRA”). On September 11, 2019,1 advised you that additional time 
would be needed to complete your request, with an anticipated response date of September 27, 
2019. Please accept this correspondence as my response pursuant to OPRA. 

Each of your requests is addressed individually below: 

1. All instructional materials, presentations and presentation materials (including 
recorded video and audio, PowerPoint files, prepared remarks, and slides formats), and 
other guidance on the use of Ring devices and/or the Neighbors app. This includes A) 
any notes taken during meetings that discussed the use of Ring devices and/or the 
Neighbors app, B) any explanations (whether internally or externally generated) of how 
Ring devices and/or the Neighbors app work, and C) any other document that has been 
used to help explain the use of Ring devices and/or the Neighbors app to any party, 
including internal documentation, public relations materials, and executive summaries. 

ANSWER: Responsive records are enclosed. Please note that the following records 
are exempt from disclosure under OPRA pursuant to N.J.S.A. 47:1 A-1.1, which 
excludes from release “trade secrets and proprietary commercial or financial 
information obtained from any source,” and “emergency or security information or 
procedures for any buildings or facility which, if disclosed, would jeopardize security 
of the building or facility or persons therein,” and “security measures and surveillance 
techniques which, if disclosed, would create a risk to the safety of persons, property, 
electronic data or software.”

2. A copy of any piivacy impact assessments, use policies, standard operating procedures, 
data retention policies, legal opinions, warranties, non-disclosure agreements, 
contracts, liability waivers, insurance agreements, Requests for Proposals, Responses 
to Requests for Proposal, Memorandums of Understanding, Letters of Interest, usage 
policies, or informal agreements between the police department and Ring. 

ANSWER: Responsive records are enclosed. 

3. A copy of any funding opportunity announcements, grant applications and grantor 
status/progress reports, reports to legislative bodies, annual reports that mention Ring 
or the Neighbors app, as well as audit records, including but not limited to security 
audits of the software, misuse reports, and reports to oversight bodies. 

ANSWER: There are no responsive records. 

4. Any digital communications including but not limited to emails and text messages) as 
well as documents, (including but not limited to PDF, word processing, excel, and slide 
documents) that mention Ring or the Neighbors app. 

ANSWER: This request is invalid under OPRA. Language such as “including but not 
limited to is overbroad because it does not identify a specific record and requires 
interpretation and/or research by the custodian. See MAG Entm’t. LLC v. Div. of 
Alco holic Beverage Control. 375 N.J. Super. 534, 546, 549 (App. Div. 2005) (“Under 
OPRA, agencies are required to disclose only ‘identifiable’ government records not 
otherwise exempt.”); Shipyard Assoc.’s v. City of Hoboken. 2015 WL 10352982, *5 
(App. Div. Sept. 15, 2015) (noting that the use of “any and all” and “not limited to” is 
improper under OPRA). A valid OPRA request must “identify with . . . specificity or 
particularity the government records sought.” MAG Entm’t 375 N.J. Super at 549 
(OPRA “is not intended as a research tool... to force government officials to identify 
and siphon useful information.”) “OPRA does not convert a custodian into a 
researcher.” Lagerkvist v. Office of Governor of State . 443 N.J. Super. 230, 237 (App. 
Div. 2015). Moreover, requests for correspondence must include sender and/or 
recipients and date ranges under OPRA. 

However, in an attempt to provide you with the records you seek, the Township has 
conducted a search and located the enclosed records believed to be responsive to your 
request. 

5. Any digital communications (including but not limited to emails and text messages) 
with Ring representatives. 

See response to #4 above. 

Your request to “Please try to include any other miscellaneous documents that facilitate 
this police department’s relation with ring that don’t fall neatly in to the above 
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categories is invalid under OPRA on the same legal basis detailed in the response to 
#4 above. 

Your OPRA request is now deemed complete and closed. If you have any questions, please 
contact me directly.

We're excited at the prospect of working partnering with the Mount Olive Twp Police Department to 
reduce crime and engage citizens through the Neighbors platform. 

To recap some program highlights (some talking points): 

Neighbors by Ring is the free smartphone app that allows citizens to upload videos, photos and alerts 
related to crime and safety and share them with their neighbors. You do not need Ring cameras to 
use this app. 

The Neighbors Law Enforcement Portal allows your agency to view and comment on these posts in 
real-time, directly engage citizens and create neighborhood alerts that are targeted to neighbors in 
specific geographic areas.

Memorandum of Understanding 


This agreement is entered into this 10th day of January, 2019 by and between Ring LLC (“Ring”) and Mt 
Olive Police Department (“Agency”), (collectively the “parties”) and will provide Agency access to the 
Neighbors Portal to communicate with users of the Neighbors app (“Ring Neighbors”) and encourage 
community engagement as we work together to make Mt Olive (“City”) neighborhoods safer.

-fo—nd the public may access free of charge by downloading the Neighbors App (iOS 

D The Neighbors App allows users to share and comment on real time crime and safety events in 
their neighborhood. 

□ As part of the program. Agency may: 

o Utilize the critical crime and safety events that are posted in the Neighbors App by Ring 
Neighbors to assist in law enforcement operations and investigations; and 

o Post information relating to critical incidents and other incidents in the app to keep Ring 
Neighbors informed regarding issues in their neighborhoods. 

With an understanding that a robust, active and engaged user community is essential to the immediate 
sustained and ongoing success of the program, the parties agree to the following responsibilities: 

Ring 

□ Make the Neighbors App available to City residents free of charge. 

□ Make the Neighbors Portal available to Agency free of charge, including ongoing support and 
training for Agency employees. 

Agency 

□ Maintain appropriate access controls for Agency personnel to use the Neighbors Portal. 

Press Release 

The parties shall agree to a joint press release to be mutually approved by the parties. Neither party may use 
the other party’s name, logo, or likeness in any advertising or press release without prior written approval of 
the other party. Notwithstanding the foregoing, Ring shall be permitted to provide in-app alerts to Ring 
Neighbors announcing Agency’s participation in the Neighbors App. 

Term 

Agency’s participation in the program shall commence upon Agency’s acceptance of these program terms. 
Either party may terminate Agency’s participation in the program at any time by providing 30 days’ written 
notice to the other party; provided that in the case of material breach of this Agreement by the Agency, Ring 
shall only be required to provide three days’ written notice to Agency.

Agency agrees to use the Neighbors Portal only as expressly authorized by Ring and only in connection with 
bona fide Agency work. Ring’s terms of service and privacy notice, as posted on Ring.com, shall apply to all 
uses of the Neighbors App and, as applicable, the Neighbors Portal.

At no point shall either party receive compensation from each other as a result of this program. 

Confidentiality 

Unless otherwise required by law, the Parties shall not disclose the terms of this program or any information 
that is designated as confidential or that, given the nature of the information or the circumstances surrounding 
its disclosure, reasonably should be considered as confidential.
